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Q Want to Know.. 


What is the Company's Policy with 
regard to the re-hiring of retired 
employees? 

Retired employees may be re-hired 
on a temporary or part-time basis 
only and may not be on staff for any 
longer than five months at one time, 
after which there must be a break in 
service of at least one month. 
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Are retired employees permitted to 
return to their former jobs? 

It is the intention of the Company 
that the job being vacated by a retir¬ 
ing employee be assigned to a young¬ 
er employee, especially when it could 
mean a promotion for the younger 
person.

If an employee should be forced to 
stop work because of ill health and 
had to leave the Company how would 
his pension be affected?

Or, alterna¬ 
tively, if you have completed 20 years 
of continuous service with the Com¬ 
pany you may leave your contribu¬ 
tions on deposit to provide you with a 
reduced annuity at your normal re¬ 
tirement date.
